This  is  the  original  placque  in  grayish  red  terra  cotta 
which  was  presented  to  Charles  Willson  Peale  by  Monsieur 
Gerard , French  Minister  to  the  United  States,  and  is  inscribed 
in  the  handwriting  of  the  recipient,  “ Presented  to  C.  W. 
Peale.  By  Mons.  Gerard  French  Minister  to  the  United 
States."  It  also  bears  the  indented  Number  of  the  Potter 
“ 169 .”  This  is  one  of  the  very  few  absolutely  genuine  im- 
pressions and  must  not  be  confounded  with  so-called  originals 
ivhich  are  occasionally  offered  for  sale.

This  portrait  is  attributed  to  Gilbert  Stuart , and  it  certainly 
bears  many  characteristics  of  that  famous  painter , it  is 
painted  on  the  famous  twilled  canvas , which  the  artist  was 
noted  for  using,  and  the  canvas  bears  the  stenciled  store  card 
of  “ W.  L.  Rogers,  16  Arcade , Philadelphia,"  which  was  the 
firm  from  whom  Stuart  purchased  his  canvas,  'lhe  portrait 
has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  present  oivner  for  over  60 
years.  He  has  no  data  whatever  in  reference  to  it,  excepting 
that  among  connoisseurs  ivho  have  seen  it,  the  general  opinion 
tons,  that  it  was  painted  by  Gilbert  Stuart  I ivill  ask  tny 
patrons  not  to  pass  this  over  before  giving  it  their  careful 
attention.

It  is  well  painted , 
and  is  a very  creditable  production. 


JACOB  EICHOLZ. 

Full  bust,  head  slightly  to 
left,  attributed  to  Jacob  Eicholz.  Size  28  x 23  inches. 

facob  Eicholz  was  a noted  portrait  painter , zvho  resided 
at  Lancaster,  Pa  , and  flourished  in  the  early  part  of  the  last 
century.  He  executed  several  portraits  of  Washington,  as 
well  as  portraits  of  many  of  the  most  noted  men  of  the  day . 
This  portrait  in  question  is  attributed  to  him.

SARAH  M.  PEALE. 

9  GENERAL  GILBERT  MOTIER,  MARQUIS  DE  LA- 
FAYETTE. Full  bust,  head  slightly  to  left,  in  civilian 
dress,  by  Sarah  M.  Peale,  daughter  of  James  Peale  and 
niece  of  Charles  Willson  Peale.  Size  30  x 25.  See  plate. 

The  artist  was  accorded  four  sittings  in  1825  by  Gen.  La 
Fayette  at  the  time  of  his  second  visit  to  the  United  States, 
and  her  portraits  of  the  great  patriot  enjoyed  the  reputation 
of  being  the  most  lifelike  of  any  that  were  executed  in  this 
country.  The  present  portrait,  it  will  be  perceived , bears  a 
resemblance  to  that  painted  in  Paris  by  Ary.  Scheffer,  zrhich 
was  the  accepted  portrait  by  Lafayette's  countrymen .

io  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN.  Full  bust,  head  slightly  to 
right.  Painted  by  E.  Croasdale,  retouched  by  Stephen  J. 
Ferris  Philadelphia,  Aug.,  1865.  Size  3 1 x 26  inches.

This  is  one  of  the  best  portraits  of  the  great  Emancipator 
we  have  ever  seen.  It  ivas  painted  from  life  by  Mr.  Croas- 
dale, and  retouched  by  the  eminent  artist,  Stephen  J.  Ferris 
shortly  after  Lincoln's  assassination.  In  the  portrait  there 
is  a touch  of  feeling  and  veneration  for  the  subject  zvhich  is 
seldom  portrayed  in  other  paintings.  In  glancing  at  the 
pictures  you  can  see  the  kindly  face  and  the  great  heart  re- 
flected. therein  of  Lincoln  as  we  are  taught  to  renumber  him 
by.  I will  ask  my  patrons  to  closely  inspect  this  portrait.

11  JOHN  ADAMS.  Signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence and  Second  President  of  the  United  States.  Nearly 
half  length,  one  quarter  life  size.  Attributed  to  James  Sharp- 
less, on  panel.  Size  [4x12  inches.  See  plate. 

This  is  attributed  to  James  Sharpless , and  is  similar  to 
the  zvcll  known  series  of  portraits  by  that  artist,  who  zvas 
born  in  England  in  17 5/ , but  zvho  resided  in  this  country 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  18 til  century  and  the  early 
part  of  the  19th.  The  portraits  he  is  best  known  by  are  those 
painted  in  pastel.  It  is  seldom  that  zve  are  favored  by  those 
in  oil  colors,  like  these.  His  likenesses  have  always  been  esti- 
mated as  very  correct. 

12  GILBERT  STUART.  The  great  Portrai  Painter.  Full 
bust,  head  to  left.  One  quarter  life  size.  Attributed  to 
James  Sharpless,  on  panel.  Size  14  x 12  inches.  See

This , like  the  portrait  above  described,  is  also  attributed  to 
fames  Sharpless.  We  have  identified  it  as  the  portrait  of 
Gilbert  Stuart.  It  certainly  resembles  him  very  much.  It 
is  painted  in  oil  colors.

From  the  drawing , the  delicate  coloring  and  general  tech- 
nique of  this  painting , is  unhesitatingly  attributed  it  to  Gil- 
bert Stuart.  Those  who  are  familiar  tvith  the  work  of  this 
artist  will  agree  with  me  that  the  inference  is  well  placed 
and  reasonable . The  peculiar  coloring,  so  tvell  adopted  by 
himself,  so  different  from  that  of  his  contemporaries,  the 
pose,  and  the  general  get  up  of  the  ivhole  picture,  is  so  in 
keeping  with  his  style  that  I invite  the  closest  scrutiny  and 
opinion  of  my  patrons.

" M.  IV.  Ait  at,  svac.  XL.  A ; 1637."  I have  attributed  this 
to  the  Dutch  portrait  painter,  Franz  Hals,  iv/to  was  born  in 
1384.  The  painting  bears  on  the  back  an  initial  H.  Very 
similar  to  that  employed  by  the  great  artist  in  signing  his 
pictures.  All  I knoiv  of  the  painting  is  that  it  has  been  in 
the  possession  of  the  family  of  the  present  owner  for  nearly 
200  years,  and  whatever  marks  or  monograms  may  appear 
on  the  portrait,  have  not  been  added  during  that  period.
